Local cowboys were sitting high in their saddles during last week's 
Canadian Finals Rodeo in Edmonton. 

Many of the locals were leading through most of the week, only to 
be knocked out of their standings by some uncooperative stock animals 
and maybe a little bad luck. 

Albert and Bill Boyd from Olds both qualified for the finals. On 
Wednesday Albert sat in second place with a 83.5 point ride on Good 
Intention. During Thursdays performance Albert sat at the top of the 
standings with a 87 point ride on a horse called Yet Marvellous. Friday 
he didn't have so much luck and did not have a qualifying round, but 
he still stood in first for overall leaders after the day's events. 

Albert, who has earned $13,785 in the 1998 season and $39,901 in 
his career since he turned professional in 1993, was riding high. 

It wasn't until Saturday that he was knocked out of that spot by 
Darrell Cholach of Hanna, but he still rode with a 79.5 on Young Blood 
Skoal during the matinee performance and a 84 on Blue Print that 
evening. On Sunday Albert faced a tough horse in Clover Alley and was 
bucked almost right out of the chute. 

On Friday his brother Bill took fourth place on Yodelling Matt with 
80 points. During Saturday's matinee he rode Spitfire for the full eight 
seconds to garner himself a third place with 84 points. 

The elder of the two Boyd boys, Bill was coming at this competition 
with 15 years experience on the bare back of the horse and 16 visits to 
the CFR. 

But, when all was said and done in the bareback event, Roger 
Lacasse from Edmonton took home the 1998 title of Bareback CFR 
champion and knocked out the Boyd boys. 

In the calf roping event there were two local cowboys who made it 
to the CFR 

Season leader, Mark Nugent from Water Valley went into the 
competition with a season earnings of $22,118 which was far above any 
of his competitors. Besides, he already has a title under his belt as the 
1987 Canadian calf roping champion. Although he has suffered a 
couple of injuries this year, including a torn ligament in his ankle, he 
was ready to run. 

But his first shot out of the chute was disappointing for the 
cowboy. He broke the barrier which added 10 seconds to his time of 
10.6 for a total of 20.6 seconds in the first performance on Wednes¬ 
day. 

Thursday proved to be a better day with a time of 10.8 seconds. 
And Friday was even better with a time of 9.6 seconds. 

But those good days were followed by a Saturday afternoon and 
evening of disappointment. In both performances Nugent came 
away with no time. 

Sunday Nugent outdid himself taking a time of 8.2 and a first 
place for the final performance. In the end it wasn't quite enough 
though. 

"Smokin' Joe Lucas from Carstairs, as he is affectionately referred 
to had a great showing despite a bad start on Wednesday when he 
scored a no time. On Thursday Lucas came out of the chute but was 
little slow as the calf eluded his rope with a time of 12.1 seconds.

Lucas scored a 
9.3 seconds 
which put him 
into third place, 
but unfortu¬ 
nately it wasn't 
quite enough to 
bring home the 
title. Marty 
Becker of Manyberries, Alta, 
took home the honors in the 
calf roping event. 

Lucas who turned pro in 
1980 and has been to the CFR 
17 times since then, has a sea¬ 
son's earnings of $14,568 and 
a career earnings of $395,874. 

But it was Glen O'Neill from 
Water Valley in the saddle 
bronc event who can lay the 
claim to having the worst luck 
of the whole week, and strug¬ 
gling to keep on top. 

Wednesday night started 
good enough. O'Neill took first 
place with a score of 84.5 points 
on Wyatt Earp Skoal. He sat 
in the overall top spot after 
that performance. 

A score of 81.5 on Kloud 
Grey on Thursday night kept 
him in the running but he 
didn't place in the top four. 

On Friday, O'Neill placed 
fourth with a wild ride on a 
horse called Jay Aye and a 
score of 82 points. 

O'Neill seemed to be back in 
the saddle on Saturday after¬ 
noon with a score of 83 points 
and a tie for first. This ride

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put him back into the position 
of overall leader for the week. 

But it was Saturday night 
that threw him out of that 
saddle- literally. 

His first horse wouldn't 
come out of the chute at all as 
he sat ready for the rough 
ride. Then, when they tried to 
close the chute again, the 
horse got its head stuck and 
O'Neill was granted a re-ride 
by the judges. The next horse 
fouled him right out the gate 
and the judges granted an¬ 
other re-ride. When O'Neill fi¬ 
nally got a horse that would 
cooperate, he scored a 86, 
which tied him for second place 
that evening. It also got him a 
standing ovation from the 
crowd of almost 17,000 rodeo 
fans. This put him as the over¬ 
all leader. So close to the title. 

But, Sunday he was bucked 
off in the first few seconds of 
riding a wild horse called 
Xperimental Rocket. O'Neill 
just missed winning top spot 
and a disappointed sound came 
from the crowd.

Unnecessary 
spending runs 
rampant again

October 30's Supplementary 
Estimates report will now in¬ 
clude over $5.3 billion in addi¬ 
tional unnecessary spending 
by the Liberal government this 
year. 

All totalled $152 
billion will be spent 
this year alone on 
programs. 

Many of these ini¬ 
tiatives are nothing 
more than hair 
brained or last 
ditch efforts to clean 
up the problems 
this government 
has created for it¬ 
self. 

The following is 
a sample of some of the prob¬ 
lems to be financed by Cana¬ 
dian taxpayers: 

• $15 million for "School 
management in Ontario" to set

The government might be 
spending $272 million for the 
Y2K bug, but 
this is obvious 
due to sheer 
panic. 

They have is¬ 
sued no-go or¬ 
ders to the 
RCMP, they’ve 
called out the 
military, they've 
had the Chief In¬ 
formation Of¬ 
ficer quit on 
them in the mid¬ 
dle of a crisis, 
and they've introduced tax re¬ 
lief for companies after the 
budget was tabled. They've left 
this to the last minute. 

In addition, the Canadian 
Human Rights Commission is 
getting an extra $618,000 to 
carry out its agenda, even af¬ 
ter the Auditor General told 
the Commission to clean up 
its act. 

Finally, the government 
claims to have no money for 
Hepatitis C victims or APEC 
protesters, but it can cough 
up $4 million for Millennium 
Arts Projects and extra $3.2 
million for the Senate. 

When will these misplaced 
priorities ever come to an end?

November 9, 1998 

Dear friends. 

There are days and there are 
"other days." We've had several 
of the "other days” this week. 
Tuesday and Wednesday Dan had 
malaria. The medicine didn't 
completely take care of it, so he 
took another dose on Thursday. 
Still, he was feeling weak and 
listless for the rest of the week. 
Janet didn't feel well either for 
several days. So, it's not surpris¬ 
ing that things didn't go all that 
well. 

Saturday night we hosted a 
party for the eighth graders on 
the courts. Several of them re¬ 
portedly enjoyed themselves, but 
we felt that it was a negative 
experience. Some of the students 
that we hoped would come didn't 
show up. Some of those who did 
come displayed a poor attitude. 
We had them play blind volley¬ 
ball with bedsheets over the net. 
This went over very well. We 
used something like a beach ball 


which went flat all too quickly. 
We wanted to use two balls and 
create more confusion and ex¬ 
citement, but we couldn't get the 
second ball to hold air. That was 
perhaps the beginning of the frus¬ 
tration. 

Next we played Bierling ball, 
which is a combination of games, 
but very quick. Five girls decided 
that they could take on the boys' 
teams but found out that it didn't 
work. The girls then retired to 
look after the sound system pro¬ 
viding music and reappeared only 
to eat snacks. This didn't make 
for a good time when we wanted 
to play court soccer. All in all we 
felt frustrated and unhappy. We 
went home feeling discouraged. 

Sunday went much better. We 
attended the Mission prayer 
meeting in the afternoon and felt 
renewed and refreshed. Time 
with the Mission family and with 
God really has a way of lifting 
our spirits. Sunday night we 
watched a very good Billy 
Graham video called "Homecom¬ 


ing." It was moving and challeng¬ 
ing. After the service we had a 
time of games on the courts for 
any of the Middle School stu¬ 
dents who wished to come. About 
30 came and enjoyed the time of 
running off some of the excess 
energy they store up from sitting 
in Sunday School, morning wor¬ 
ship, and then the evening serv¬ 
ice. We arrange for these times 
about twice a month and feel 
that they are veiy worthwhile. 
One of the eighth graders that 
usually isn't so positive made a 
point of coming and thanking us 
for the party on Saturday night. 
That helped a lot. 

It also helped that Mom called 
on Sunday afternoon and gave 
us news of what is happening 
back home. Hearing her voice 
and the good news also helped to 
lift our spirits.

Parkland fees go far 


Submitted by the Didsbury 
Municipal Library 

As we complete our first year 
of membership in the Parkland 
Regional Library System, we 
reflect on the value of our in¬ 
vestment. Our membership fees 
for 1998 are just over $14,000. 
This may seem like a lot, but the 
following account of how expen¬ 
ditures were made on our behalf 
throughout 1997 (and we ex¬ 
pect 1998 figures will be even 
higher) illustrate the value of 
our membership in this resource 
sharing network. 

• Approximately 600 new 
books were purchased at an av¬ 
erage cost of $15 (which is a 
much better discounted rate 
than our library could have pur¬ 
chased on our own) plus the 
cost of acquiring, shipping, cata¬ 
loguing, processing, delivering 
them to be put on our shelves at 
an average cost of $8 per book ... 
$13,800. 

• Approximately 1,200 
inter library loans (includes large 


print and foreign language ma¬ 
terials from rotating block col¬ 
lections). The cost to provide all 
these materials would be at $15 
per item plus processing at $8 ... 
$27,600. 

• Access to the expertise of 
professional librarians and tech¬ 
nicians by phone and in person 
as needed, with no long distance 
or travel charges to our local 
library plus all return shipping 
and postage paid on all 
interlibrary loan materials ... 
$1,600. 

Thus we can easily see that 
our investment in membership 
has been returned more than 
threefold. Not only that, but 
1999 will see us in a position to 
access the Parkland System 
catalogue, the holdings of all 41 
member public library, very 
readily with the new Dynix tech¬ 
nology. The plan is that all 
Albertans will have access to all 
public libraries in the province, 
with the Alberta Library Card. 
Watch for new developments.

OKCS has options

Reload, re-fry or redesign? 

That's the question many junior high students at Olds 
Koinonia Christian School asked themselves earlier this fall as 
they chose their Optional Credit Courses. While many pupils 
opted to try their hand at cooking and sewing, several students 
instead set their sights on learning proper gun safety and 
handling. 

Paul Casurella, OKCS secondary vice-principal and teacher 
of both the Marksmanship and Conservation and Hunter 
Education programs at the school, says the two courses have 
been very well received by students. 

"A lot of kids want to do something a little different than the 
typical Optional courses offered, and it's interesting to see a 
growing number of girls becoming involved in sports such as 
these." 

The Marksmanship course offered at OKCS emphasized gun 
safety and handling and involved a variety of leisure shooting 
experiences. 

'We us a .22 rifle, with targets 20 yards away, plus spinners 
(metal silhouettes that spin when hit) at a distance of 40 yards," 
said Casurella. Junior high students were also introduced to 
shooting with a big bore rifle (.308) from a resting stance, at 
targets about 100 yards in the distance. Sporting clays at the 
Silver Willow Sporting Clays in Carstairs were also used for 
practice and precision training using shotguns, he adds. 

Grade 9 Koinonia student Amber Kraus from Didsbury says 
she found the course very informative. 

"I was interested in learning about guns and shooting ... and 
because I live on a farm, I thought it might come in handy when 
the coyotes take after the chickens!" she said. 

Nine students enrolled in the Conservation and Hunter 
Education course are currently working toward a badge and 
certificate which will signify completion of a provincially- 
approved test of proficiency. 

"The Hunter Education card will allow them to get their 
hunting licenses as first-time hunters," said Casurella. 

Thirteen-year-old Jared Bargen from Sundre hopes to use 
his skills from the course to go hunting with his dad, Rod. 

"I'd like to hunt for deer," he said. "The course is really good 
because I like to shoot and we went to lots of different places to 
practice." 

The 16-week long program will also focus on wildlife identi¬ 
fication and conservation, legal responsibilities, outdoor sur¬ 
vival, hunting ethics and laws, bow hunting techniques, fire¬ 
arm safety and first-aid. 

Other Junior High Credit Options offered this term at OKCS 
include sign language, hockey, drama and cooking.

4. Sexism is encouraged as 
an inequality of power within 
relationships. 

5. Violence is an appropri¬ 
ate way to manage stress. 

No one deserves to be 
abused. We can all work to 


stop the cycle of violence. If 
you have any questions re¬ 
garding the effect of family 
violence on children and what 
can be done to help children in 


this situation please do not 
hesitate to contact the shelter 
and discuss this with the Early 
Intervention Counsellor, 
Melissa Mountain.

Time to gather those cozy recipes for winter. This 
week's recipe is a variation on the Salami Swirls that I 
gave you in September. I mentioned then that you could 
make a pizza variation. This week I expand on that idea 
using actual pizza dough. 

Pizza Roll-Ups 

1 pkg. Pillsbury Pizza Crust 
(or your own pizza dough) 

Meat - salami, pepperoni, ham or shrimp (or no meat) 
Vegetables - mushrooms, green pepper, onion, tomato 
Cheese - mozzarella, cheddar or montorey jack 
Sauce - pizza, spaghetti or salsa 

1. Shape your dough into a rectangle about 10" x 15" 
(two rectangles if you have enough dough) 

2. Spread sauce on dough leaving 1/2" edge all around. 

3. Place thinly-sliced meat all over sauce. 

4. Place sliced and/or chopped vegetables over meat. 

5. Sprinkle grated cheese over vegetables. 

6. Starting at long edge, roll up to other long edge. 

7. Place roll on greased baking sheet (prep with canola 
spray) and tuck under short edges and place long edong 
on the bottom. 

8. Brush melted margarine over roll. 

9. Bake at 400 degrees F for 30 minutes. 

10. Out of oven, let rest 10 minutes, then cut into 1" 
slices. 

Tip of the week: This works well for a lunch warmer- 
upper.

Kuelker’s Supplies will stay in community

When Westward Products, 
the new owners of Kuelker's 
Manufacturing, announced that 
they would be closing the sup¬ 
plies store, it concerned a lot of 
people. 

It concerned the farmers who 
would come into town and be 
able to do a "one-stop-shop" at 
the supplies store, and it con¬ 
cerned the residents who didn't 
want those farmers to go else¬ 
where. But most of all it con¬ 
cerned Jim Craven and Klaus 
Reimer, who worked at the 
store. 

But, in the worry about the 
closure of the store, the two 
men saw an opportunity. 

So the store closed at West¬ 
ward in late October, but it 
reopened under the old name, 
Kuelker's Supplies only a cou¬ 
ple of weeks later on Nov. 2. 

"We stayed with the Keulker's 
name because its been around 
the community for 41 years,” 
says Craven. They were given 
Clem Kuelker's blessing. 

Everything was beginning to 
fall into place. 

Craven and Reimer were the 
proud, but very busy, new own¬ 
ers. 

"It was an opportunity that 
presented itself," says Reimer. 

Both men had thought about 
opening their own business for 
some time, and this was their 
chance. 

"It seemed like a viable busi¬ 
ness deal and the community's 
need for it gave us the extra 
push to go for it,” adds Reimer. 

But, first they had to find a 
building, they found a 2800 
square foot location just down 
the road from the old store in 
the old Payer's Auto Parts build¬ 
ing. 

Then they found a "room¬ 
mate" in Wild Rose Machining 
who has set up shop in the 
other half of the store. 

Reimer and Klaus say that 
they have a symbiotic relation¬ 
ship with the machining serv¬ 


ice because they provide the 
parts and the other farmer's 
supplies, while the machining 
shop next door provides the 
repairs to the big machines. 

"The missing link was al¬ 
ways the repair business," says 
Reimer. "We decided that both 
of our businesses would be more 
successful running in conjunc¬ 
tion with each other." 

So far, the feedback from the 
community has been encourag¬ 
ing. Craven says the first day 
that they were open there was a 
lot of traffic through the doors. 

"We had a lot of the regular 
customers (of the old store) who 
came in just to reaffirm our 
decision," says Reimer. 

Craven adds that not only 
does it support their business 
when the farmers come to Dids- 
bury, but it also supports other 
businesses in town because 
while they are shopping at 
Kuelker's Supplies they are also 
likely to stop and do other types 
of shopping. 

While local area residents 
are shopping at Kuelker's they 
will find most of the products 
that the old store carried with a 
few minor exceptions. That is 
because the business partners 
bought out most of the stock 
from Westward. 

They are looking into ex¬ 
panding the product lines. 

"We are looking at getting 
into an expanded electrical and 
plumbing line to round out our 
products offered," says Craven. 
They are also willing to do spe¬ 
cial orders and will respond to 
the market demand for other 
products down the line. 

Reimer and Craven are look¬ 
ing forward to wherever the 
business takes them. 

Reimer says, "We want to 
serve this community and we 
hope the community gives us a 
chance.” 

They are open from 8 a.m. to 
5 p.m. Monday through Friday 
and 8:30 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. on 
Saturdays.

Senate Committee on Agriculture 
and Forestry hearing summary 


The Standing Committee of 
the Senate on Agriculture and 
Forestry held the first of a 
series of public hearings on 
the present state and future of 
farm income in Canada on the 
morning of Nov. 5. Appearing 
before the Committee were 
witnesses from the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture and 
the Canadian Wheat Board. 
Committee Chairman Senator 
Len Gustafson stressed that 
"farmers are telling us we have 
a crisis on our hands and, if 
we do not address that crisis 
effectively, we may well see an 
almost unprecedented exodus 
of families from their farms.” 

President Jack Wilkinson 
and Executive Director Sally 
Rutherford of the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture 
(CFA) briefed the Senate Com¬ 
mittee on the need for a disas¬ 
ter relief program for farmers 
based on farm income. They 
provided information on the 
1998 US Farm Bill payments 
to producers, European Un¬ 
ion Common Agricultural 
Policy support, and a review 
of Canada's farm income situ¬ 
ation. Wilkinson stressed that 
Canadian producers are fac¬ 
ing a future that is far less 
certain than it was only a few 
short months ago. The US 


and EU both have high levels 
of income support for farmers, 
with US subsidies amounting 
to four to five times the level of 
subsidies in Canada. Canadian 
levels of domestic farm sup¬ 
port have been reduced by 85%. 

Wilkinson informed Sena¬ 
tors that 50% of Farm Gate 
Receipts come from exports. 

Net Realized Farm Income 
is expected to decrease more 
than 35% in 1998. 

Farm safety nets such as 
the Net Income Stabilization 
Account (NISA), CROP Insur¬ 
ance and companion programs 
are not sufficient to address 
international market price 
variability. 

The CFA is advocating an 
overall income based farmers 
disaster relief program. The 
program would take a whole 
farm approach that would be 
compatible with World trade 
Organization considerations 
and be cost-shared by the fed¬ 
eral and provincial govern¬ 
ments with no premiums to 
producers. 

Wilkinson estimated the 
cost of such a program to be in 
the order of half a billion dol¬ 
lars. 

Canadian Wheat Board 
(CWB) Chief Commissioner 
Lome Hehn told Senators that 


Canada is facing a major chal¬ 
lenge in farm income as part of 
a highly complex international 
agricultural market situation, 
particularly as related to 
wheat. 

A major complication is the 
number and nature of world 
trade rules in agricultural and 
food markets. Hehn stressed 
that it is particularly difficult 
to communicate such issues to 
farmers who are clearly threat¬ 
ened by these dynamics. 

Canadian farmers have been 
responding to market signals 
while farmers in other coun¬ 
tries have been protected from 
those market signals by gov¬ 
ernment support programs. 

CWB Grain Market Ana¬ 
lyst Larry Sawatsky provided 
the Committee with a detailed 
presentation on US farm sub¬ 
sidy programs. 

It is estimated that the US 
government will spend in ex¬ 
cess of 24.5 billion Canadian 
dollars in direct farm subsidy 
payments in the current crop 
year. Senators were told that 
these subsidy programs create 
an unlevel playing field and 
are detrimental to producers 
in countries like Canada that 
do not have substantial farm 
subsidy programs.

CWB Market Analyst Peter 
Watts briefed the Committee on 
European Union levels of do¬ 
mestic support, export subsi¬ 
dies and grain production. In 
spite of falling wheat prices over 
the last two years, the EU has 
continued to expand wheat area 
and production. At the same 
time, a complex array of domes¬ 
tic support programs and ex¬ 
port subsidies shield EU farm¬ 
ers from world market price 
signals. 

Earl Geddes, CWB's Manager 
of Farm Relations, provided a 
briefing on world market wheat 
[ supply and demand by produc¬

Senate Agriculture Commit¬ 
tee Chairman Gustafson 
thanked the witnesses for the 
thoroughness and quality of 
their briefings and presenta¬ 
tions. Senators on the commit¬ 
tee asked questions and raised 
issues related to: 

• the financial cost of a disas¬ 
ter relief program; 

• social and financial costs of 
farmers leaving their land; 

• effects of the farm income 
crisis on the value and price of 


farm land; 

• state of federal provincial 
cooperation on the farm income 
crisis; 

• high levels of support for 
food and agricultural issues 
among the Canadian public; 

• the possibility of opposition 
from other economic sectors and 
consumers to disaster relief for 
the farm industry; 

• the degree to which world 
trading regulations have created 
the farm income crisis; 

• how Canada can redress 
shortcomings in world trading 
rules; 

• alarm at the increased levels 
of international subsidies, par¬ 
ticularly in Europe and the 
United States; 

• lessons learned from nega¬ 
tive results for Canada through 
World Trade Organization rules 
and negotiations; 

• the impact of countervail 
threats under World Trade Or¬ 
ganization rules on designing a 
farm support program; 

• the role of the American 
political environment in Canada/ 
US border grain disputes; 

• the focus of the crisis on 
producers rather than the 
processing and input industry; 

• spin-off impacts on farm 
suppliers and equipment dealers; 

• structural problems of the

Mountain View Water Distributors serves a large area from 
Beiseker to Trochu and Bowden to Airdrie. Neufeld says that he 
believes that what sets him apart in the business is service. 
"Service is really important." To service those very customers 
Neufeld estimates that he drives 6500 to 7000 kilometres in a 
month. 


The CWB announced on 
Nov. 12 that it has accepted 
100% of farmers’ wheat and 
feed barley, 100% of high pro¬ 
tein durum and 80% of low 
protein durum offered under 
Series A contracts. 

Farmers may offer their 
grain for delivery under four 
separate contracts during the 
crop year. The CWB announces 
an acceptance level for each 
contract after it assesses the 
amount of grain offered and 
the market demand for that 
grain. A summary of Series A 
acceptance levels is attached. 

Farmers already have de¬ 
livery opportunities under ex¬ 
isting contract calls for por¬ 
tions of the grain signed up 
under Series A contracts. Ad¬ 
ditional delivery calls will be 
announced shortly. 

"Our sales activity to date 
and our outlook for the com¬ 
ing months have enabled us to 
accept all the wheat offered 
under Series A contracts," said 
Commissioner Gordon 
Machej. 

He added that when market 
prices were moving steadily 
lower early in the crop year, 
buyers were reluctant to pur¬ 
chase large volumes in for¬ 
ward position and were buy¬ 
ing hand-to-mouth.’ 

However, despite this and 
with recent gains in the mar¬ 
ket, the CWB has good sales 
on the books. 

"The 1998 crop is high grade 
and high protein and we’ve 
been quite successful in ex¬ 
panding our presence in high 
protein wheat markets while 
continuing to supply tradi¬ 
tional customers as well," said 
Machej. 

For durum wheat, the CWB 
has accepted 100% of the 
higher protein grades and 80% 
of the lower protein grades. 
The acceptance levels reflect 
buyer demand for higher qual¬ 
ity product, while recognizing 
the large supplies available for 
sale in the international mar¬ 
ket. 

North American durum pro¬ 
duction is over 40% larger than 
last year. Canadian production 
is estimated at 5.9 million 
tonnes, the largest on record, 
while US production is 3.8 mil¬ 
lion tonnes, the largest since 
1982. Global trade in durum is 
estimated to be 15% lower than 
last year. 

Machej also noted that the 
CWB’s export program is on 
target. 

’We should make our projec¬ 
tion of having 45% of the grain 
exported by the end of Decem¬ 
ber," he said. 

The CWB is one of the world's 
largest wheat and barley mar¬ 
keters. It is Canada's fifth larg¬ 
est exporter and largest net 
earner of foreign currency. Mar¬ 
keting Prairie-grown wheat and 
barley to over 70 countries 
around the world, the CWB re¬ 
turns all sales revenues, less 
the costs of marketing, to farm¬ 
ers in Western Canada.

5'H", and weighs 215 lbs, 
made an immediate impact 
in his rookie year by play¬ 
ing in all 80 games and set¬ 
ting an NHL record for most 
points by a rookie 
defenseman with 65 points 
(has since been broken). He 
was named to the First 
■■ Team All-Stars and won the 

- 1 Calder Trophy for top 

rookie in the NHL. 

His best season came in 1983- 
84, when he became only the sixth 
defenseman in NHL history to 
score 30 goals in a season and set 
personal highs for goals (31), 
points (96) and plus/minus 
( + 51). 

Bourque never captured the 
Norris Trophy until 1986-87, but 
then went on to win it four more 
times - his most recent coming in 
1993-94. Even more incredibly, 
he was named to the All-Star 
team 17 consecutive seasons, and 
was named the MVP of the 1995- 


96 All-Star game in Boston - which 
was his last appearance at the 
event. 

In 1996-97 he became just the 
fifth player in history to reach the 
1,000 career assist milestone be¬ 
hind Wayne Gretzky, Gordie 
Howe, Marcel Dionne and Paul 
Coffey - some pretty elite com¬ 
pany. 

But perhaps the most impres¬ 
sive highlight of Bourque's ca¬ 
reer came on the night of Dec. 3, 
1987. Itwas "Phil Esposito Night" 
in Beantown when he graciously 
took off his #7 jersey in honour 
of Esposito, and began to wear 
the infamous #77. Everybody 
from General Manager Harry 
Sinden to Don Cherry applauded 
Bourque for his class and consid¬ 
eration. 

Bourque resides in Boxford, 
MA with his wife Christine, 
daughter Melissa and sons 
Christopher and Ryan. Like most 
players, he's an avid golfer and 
he does extensive work for vari¬ 
ous children's charities.
